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PROF. MARSH'S COLLECTION. 



An executor's sale of the collection of j 
the late Prof. 0. C. Marsh of Yale Univer- 
sity will take place on Monday and the fol- 
lowing days and evenings of next week at 
the American Art Galleries, where it is j 
now an exhibition. The catalogue includes 
upwards of 2,000 numbers, which cover many 
articles of household use and adornment, 
such as 'antitiue furniture, American and 
Oriental porcelains and pottery, rugs of 
all sorts from the far East, bronzes of 
European, Chinese, and Japanese origin, 
many kakemonos, both ancient and mo- 
dern, and hundreds of objects which come 
under the head of art and curios. It must 
suffice to sav that, while much of the 
collection cannot and does not lay claim 
to being beautiful, there are many objects 
that are desirable on that account, while 
there are very few of the numbers that 
are not good of their kind. 

Last on the catalogue come about a hun- 
dred oil paintings, water-colors, and etch- 
ings, nearly all of which are -by Ameri- 
can artists. Of these, twenty-nine are by 
Sanford R. Gifford, nineteen are by Wor- 
thington Whittredge, and six by Jervis Mc- 
Entee, all three of whom have done pio- 
neer work in the upbuilding of the pre- 
sent good name of American art. Every 
one of their canvases here has that sin- 
cere duality which will always command 
the respect of the thoughtful, however 
widely they may be departed from by paint- 
ers of to-day or in the future. R. Swain 
Gifford is represented by two sturdy land- 
scapes in oil and a Venetian scene that 
is quite the opposite; Thomas Moran's sin- 
gle canvas is a vigorous and effective Co- 
lorado mountain peak; and by William H. 
Beard there are some animals done with 
affectionate fidelity. A. T. Bricher, H. 
Bolton Jones, John P. Weir, H. W. Robbins, 
Wordsworth Thompson, P. A. Bridgeman, 
Edward Gay, J. H. Niemeyer, J. P. Ken- 
sett, Perceval De Luce, G. H. Mc- 
Cord, William Keith, J. Wells Champney, 
and Henry Parrar are some of the other 
artists represented.
